Pastor-Slayer 
Norris Freed 
—1n40 Minutes

“Not guilty” was the verdict reached 
by a jury in Judge James R. Ham- 


der trial of the Rev. J. Frank Norris. 
He shot D. E. Chipps in the study of 

Norris’ church at Fort Worth, the 
largest Baptist church in the south. 
on July 17 last. The verdict was 
reached on the first ballot and In forty 
minutes, but was not reported for two 
hours. 

With his highest hopes realized and! 
his followers grouped in tearful, but 
triumphant, silence around him, the 
pastor of the Fort Worth Laptist 
church gathered his lawyer, Marvin 
Simpson, to bis bosom and tie two 
wept for happiness. 

His only comment was that his trou- 
ble would make him “a bigger and a 
better preacher.” 

Plan to Greet Norris, . 

The verdict was received as inevita- 
ble by Austin people who have watched 
the case and who have no partisanship 
in the bitter strife that has torn Fort 
Worth apart and which was at the 
bottom of this trial. 

A big demonstration is being planned 
for the minister on his return to Fort 
Worth, where he is due tomorrow. His 
lawyers have discouraged the mass- 
meeting which he wanted to hold in 
view of the inflamed condition brought 
about by the attacks made on Mayor 
H. C. Meacham during the trial. 

The defense wished, of: course, a 
quick verdict of acquittal and for a 
half hour the defendant and his law-

The aldermen of the local transportation com- 
mitiee are Grafting legislation to permit one com- 
pany to operate all the street cars, busses, and 
elevated lines of Chicago as a unified transporta- 
tion system. The representatives of the transpor- 
tation companies are sitting in, and the hope is 
that the city and companies can agree upon a bill. 

Opinions regarding unification differ. We are 
convinced the advantages have been exaggerated 
and disadvantages of a practical nature have been 
neglected, if mot ignored. However that may be). 
the whole question is one that could properly be 
postponed for later consideration. The city at the 


* moment is confronted with the problem of grant- 
ing a new franchise to street car companies, one 


which is already in receivership. The surface cars 


carry 75 per cent of the car riders of Chicago. The 


question of consolidation may be taken up at 


leisure. If it is allowed to confuse the issue at 


this time with controversy regarding the value at 
which the various services are to be taken into a 
unified system the chances of obtaining a sound 
and speedy solution of the most pressing problem 


will become considerably slimmer. 


It should be possible to grant’a franchise to the 
surface lines which will not close the door to con- 
solidation if the legislature passes the enabling leg- 
islation which is a necessary preliminary. It would 
be a mistake to make any settlement between the 
surface lines and the city dependent upon #he 
enab'ing legidlation. There are enough difficulties 
already in the way of a sound settlement without 


adding unessential complications.
